Having roforred, in a previous letter, to the 
alarm’ caused by the rise of thy Yellow river, E 
may ‘partially intisfy “the interist thus excited 
by copying the notes taken ona ‘resent tour of 
twalve days along the banks of this obstreperons 
and unprofitable servant of the Emperor. 
During the fitet half of the month af: October. 
Thad intenddd: visiting many of the country

was told that there was very little travel in that | 
direction, because the country was flooded in many

somotimes walking and somotimos on donkeys, I 
reached s pointon the river, 12 li from ‘I'si-nan- 
fu,-called.the Dmgon Tomple. ‘Hare I saw that 
oe July Sed; whon I’ crossed ‘there last, the 
river had permmently widened its bed, probably 
tworods on thesverage.
